Totem poles of the pp-const Indlan
tribes of British Columbin tell the his-
tory of that race. The poles are of
ethnologle and  folklore slgnifcanes, |
have legendary symbolism, and l'nl'ry'!
detalls of the tribe. clan, family andl
individunl.  Thelr piinted  grotesques
of birds, beasts, fsh and men are done
in blue, red and white upon a black

baekgrouml,

ORDINANCE NO, 114

An ordinance defining Venereal Dis-
eases, and declaring same to be o
mennee and publie nulsance; making
it unlawful to expose other persons to
such disenses defining “exposure’™.
decluring such digeases to be a4 men-
wee to public health and safety: pro-
It'lt[im: for co-operction with the De-
partment of Publie Welfare of the
State of Nebruska for the suppression
of Venereal Digeases; creating the
mayor, and police offfcers as henlth
officers, and authorizing them and
other public health officers to detain
and arrest, and the city attorney to
progecute persons violating provisions
of this ordinance; preseribing duties
of the city physician and health of-
ficers: authorizing any maglstrate of
the elty to hear complaints hersundey
and presceribing the method of proced-
ure; providing violation hereof shail
be a misdemeanor; prescribing penal-
ties for sviolation of the provisions of
this ordinanee; providing conditional
free treatment of  persons violating
this ordinance, and who are unahle to
pay. and providing for conditional pa-
role and forfeiture thereof.

Be It ordallned by the Mayor and the
Counell of the Clty of North Platte,
Nebraskn:

SECTION 1. That syphills, gonor-
rhen and chanerold are each and all
hereby declared to be venereal dis-
enses, contngious, infections, commun-
Icable and dangerous to the health of
the aflieted, a menance (o publie
health and safety, and sald diseases,
the spread thereol, and persons Infect-
od therewith ure deelared to be a pub-
Ve nuisance.

FECTION 20 That It shall be unlaw-
ful for any persons afflicted with any
such disensge or diseawes, knowingly to
axpose any, other person or persons or
the publie at large to such Infection,
tlirectly or Indirectly,

SECTION 3. By the term “know-
ingly to expose any other person or
persons to such Infection directly or
indirectly” as used In Section 2 of
this ordinance Is meant the doing by
any person of anything in this ordi-
nance prohibited or the fallure after
conviethon by any persons to do any-
thing by this ordinance preseribed and
the following shall constitute such ex
posure within thie ordinance, to-wit:
